The 80th November. 1877,—The following revised bye-laws, framed by the Municipal 
Commissioners of Berhampore at a meeting, under Section $13, Act V (B.O,) of 1876, 
having been confirmed by the Lieutenant-Governor under Section 814 thereof, arc hereby 

lished for general information, in supersession of those published in the Calcutta Gazette 
of the 28rd May 1877 :— ‘ 
1.—For Regulating the Disposal of Offensive Matter, Rubbish, and Dead Bodies of Agimats, 

1, Every person within whose premises any animal may die shall, within four hours 
after its death, or, if death occurs at night, within two hourk after sunrise, either 
remove at his’ own expense the carcass to such place as may be set apart by the Commissioners 
for the reception of the carcasses of animals, or report its death to the conservancy overseer 
‘and in such latter case shall pay to the said overseer the expense of removing the carcass at 
such rate as the Commissioners may determine; and in cases where the said pérson is 
not the owner of the animal, and the owner is known, the owner shall alone be respon- 
sible for the payment of such expense, and such expense shall be recoverable as a debt 
soa ity the Daginiedansen,” ‘SheiSerrseer; whan called spon, shall nN reglect to. samove 


carcass.

No person shall deposit, or cause to be deposited, any carcass, or any part of a 
carcass, in any place other than such place as may from time to time be appointed by the

8, Any owner or occupier of any house, land, or premises from which offensive matter 
is not*removed by the said owner or occupier, shall give free access to the servants of the 
Municipality to his house, land, or premises, for the removal of any nightesoil or filth, within 
such hours ag may have been fixed by the Municipal Commissioners.

6. Every owner or occupier of any house, land, or premises from which offensive matter 
is removed by the said owner or occupier, shall register in tho office of the Municipal Com- 
missioners the names of the sweepers employed by him for the removal of such offensive 
matter within 15 days of the appointment by him of such sweeper, or in the case of any 
sweeper Who shall be in his employ at the time when this bye-law shall come into force, 
within 16 days after a public notification shall have been made in the manner prescribed by 
Section 365 of Act V (B.C.) of 1876 requiring such registration. 

Penalty for infringement, fine which may extend to Rs. 2} or in case of continuing 
recusancy after imposition of penalty, a daily fine not exceeding Re. 1. 

6. Every angeper employed by the owner or occupier of any house, land, or premises 
for the removal of offensive matter from such house, land, or premises, shall be subject to the 
orders and control of the Municipal Commissioners in respect of the removal and disposal 
of such offetisive matter.

REGULATIONS FOR THE OPEN COMPETITION OF JULY 1878. 
W.B.—The Regulations are liable to be altered in future years. 


1. On 25th June 1878 and following days an examination of cqpdidates will be 
held in London. At this examination not fewer than candidates will be ‘selected, 
if so many shall be found duly qualified. Of these, will be selected for the

EVIDENCE OF AGE TO BE, REQUIRED FROM OANDIDATES FOR THE CIVIL 


SERVICE OF INDIA. 


L.—Every Candidate born in England or Wales should produce a certificate from the 

i of Births, ep. oie Deaths, or from one of his provincial officers. 
‘This certificate may be obtained at rset House or from the Superintendent Registrar 
of the district in which the birth took place. 

TL—A candidate who is a native of India must have his age certified by the Govern- 
ment of India, or of the Presidenoy or Province in which he may have resided, 

eer other candidate not producing the certificate mentioned in Clause 1, must 
"thd his age by statutory declaration, and should also, if possible, produce a record of 

irth or baptism from ‘some official register; under which term may be included the 

Parochial sy edie of Baptisms, the non-Parochial Registers of Baptisms and Births 

coe at Some: House under Acts of Parliament, the Register kept at the India 
‘of persons born in India, &e., &c. This Regulation applies— 

1, To all candidates not born in England or Wales. 

2. To candidates who, though born in England or Wales, cannot produce the Regis- 
trar-General’s certificate. 

‘The Civil Service Commissioners reserve to themselves the right of deciding in each 
onse upon the sufficiency of the evidence produced, but they subjoin the following general 
rules for the guidance of candidates :— 

(@) The declaration should specify precisely the date and place of birth, and should, 
if possible, be made by the father or mother of the candidate. If made by 
any other person, it should state the circumstances which enabled the declar- 
ant to speak to the fact. If anentry in a Bible or other family record be 
referred to, the Bible or other record must be produced at the time of making 
the declaration, and must be mentioned in the declaration as having been so 


. produced, 

(0) If the candidate was born in England or Wales, the declaration must: contain a 
statement that, after due inquiry, no entry has been found in the books of the 
Registrar-General ; or a separate declaration must be made to that effect. 

(c) If noextract from any register is produced, the declaration toust contain a 
statement ghat, after due inquiry, no sitch record is believed to exist; or a 
separate declaration must be made to that effect. 7 

(d) Statutory declarations must be exactly in the form prescribed by the Act of 6 
and 6 William IV.,c. 62. A printed form, if required, will be supplied on 
application to the Civil Service Commissioners.

‘The extraordinary repair works of the Beauleah and Nattore road were, however, of a 
much more heavy description. This read, the most important one in the district, and at present 
the only feeder to Northern bengal State Railway at Nattore, was found to have been 
pwactdhally useless during at least four months of every year owing to its surface being so 
very much lower than high flood-level, and the raising of the road and the provision of 
suitable water-way bad been long in contemplation, but could not be effected from the ordinary 
edllection.

CHAIRMAN’S REPORT, 

Ten meetings were held during the year. The Committee comprises some of the best 
educated native gentlemen in the district. The landed iuterest is represented by the Hon’ble 
Rajah Promotho Nath Roy, Buhadoor, Rajah Hurro Nath Roy, Bahadoor, Baboo Krishto 
Indro Narain Roy, Baboo Rajkumar Sirkar, and Baboo Prosunno Kumar Mozoomdar, the 
Dewan of Maharanee Shurut Sundary; and the mercantile interest is represented by 
Mr. Gordon and others. 

Mr. Blyth, the Chairman of the Nattore Branch Committee, reports as follows :— 

“The Branch Committee of Nattore has worked well throughout the year under report. 
The ter number of the members of the Committee, save Babov Rajkumar Sirkar and . 
Baboo Kali Nath Biswas, have been regular in their attendance in every meeting and took a 
lively interest in the proceedings thereof. Baboo Rajkumar Sircar lives at a great distance 
from Nattore, and for that reason, Ithink, he could not regularly attend the meetings. The 
abstract of the particulars of the Branch Committee meetings for the cess year 1475-76 
is herewith enclosed. 

“2. The village punchayats, who collect house cess generally, show great unwillingness 
and inaptitude in collection work, and they never perform their work unless pressed and 
compelled. It is owing to the punchayats’ negligence that great inconvenience and difficulty, 
have been experienced in realizing the house cess in due time.” 

‘The expenditure of the cess proceeds on roads ani other meaus of communication in 
the district and the contributions made from the fund for the improvement of village paths 
snd minor roads on application have convinced the village people that the fund raised is 
intended for general benefit. Applications for the improvement of minor roads from one 

to another or to important marts are now received from all quarters, indicating that 
the zemindars and the poor ryots all claim the benefit of the fund, ‘There is a great desire 
-evineed on all sides to hava the benefit of good roads. The principal and most important 
work undertaken by the Committee is the improvement of the road from Beauleah to. ¥ 
28 miles ; and when the whole work has been completed and good substantial bridges have 
been erected, the people will see that the cess contributed by them for the maintenance of 
roads was not frittered away, The advantage of the road from Beauleah to ‘Nattore is 
obvious; it connects thé station with the Northern Bengal State Railway. 

‘The collecting establishment consists of « head-clerk and cight under clerks and mohurirs, 
and they are all hardworking and painstaking and have done good work. The executive 
establishment cgpsists of a district engineer and @ staff of four overseers, one and 
one accountant, The survey ‘and levels taken of the Nattore road and the and 
estimates made afford proof of the ability of Mr. Korbes-as an engineer, and the 
are satisfied with the manner in which he has conducted the duties of his office; a gtatement

road iff Government orders No, 3232, dated 28th June 18 Rs, 4,440-3-9 sanctioned 
ou aceount of Government grain expended in relief works im 1874; Ks. 16,010 sanctioned 
for the Thibet road in Government, Department of Public Works, orders No, 540T of the 
20th September 1875 and No. 3079A of the 24th August 1876; and 4,142-8-10 
Arawn out of the sums allotted to Rungearoong Botanical Garden, under the Licutenant- 
Governor's minute of the 14th September 1875, and Bengal Government No. 1114 of 10th

Twa, 
large new bridges were commenced, but, owing to want of funds, not finished within the year, 
As far as earth-work is concerned this road is in fiygt-rate order but the bridges, being of 
timber, require constant repair. 

19. On the road from Julpigoree to Bakalee, both the bridging and earth-work were 
thoroughly repaired ; this road is a portion of the main communication between Julpigoree 
and Qooch Behar. Rs. 485-16-1 were expended on the three ‘miles. Why this small piece is 
lgft under the Road Cess Committee, whilst the rest of the line from Tilalyah to Gooch 
Behar is under the Public Works Department, is beyond my comprehension. 

20, In the budget a sum of Rs. 72i) was allotted to the Moynagooree and Amharee road, 
and Rs. 1,000 to the Fallacotta and Banchapara road; but as the funds had no money in 
hand till quite the close of the yar, when the September kist was paid in, these two 
roads were left for construction during the present year, 

21. Onthe Paharpore road, a bridge of 30 feet span was pulled down and rebuilt; 
repairs were also done to the other bridges, chiefly in replacing broken planks on the road- 
way and constructing wing walls, from want of which the approaches hud been washed away. 

22. The road from Julpigoree to Ranghamatee had similar repairs done to it, aud it 
was throughout the year in excelleut order. 

23, ‘The Silligoree road is 24 miles in length, and the bridges and culverts on it 
number 66 the wear and tear of this road is considerable, owing to the heavy wheel traific. 
Two old and dangerous bridges—one of 40 feet span, and the other of 25 fcet span—were 
pulled down and rebuilt at a cost of Rs. 1,636-8-10; the roadway was in good condition 
during the year. 

24. The budget allotment for each of the three Yast-mentioned ronds was exceeded ; 
this was owing to the fact that no detailed estimates had been, made, but simply a gness 
given at the amount which would probably suffice for repairs. 

25. "The sum of Ks. 2,690-9-11 was laid out onthe Julpigoree and Boda road, 3C miles 
in length ; there ‘are 5% bridges on the first 28 miles of this road. Surface repairs were under- 
taken along the entire linc and the bridges were here and there patched up, bat want of 
funds and seareity of good timber, to provide which no steps liad been taken in the previous 
season, prevented complete repairs to the road . . 

26. On the Julpigoree and Kassiabarce road, one large bridge was thoroughly repaired 
two smuiler ones made passable ; surface repairs were also catried ont to the worst parts 
the rond, which, however, even now is of little importance, as the Cooch Behar portion is 
during the rains, and will be of still less importance as soon as the railway which

J ‘The,accoynts show Rs. 22,600 expended in repairs, whilst the entries ih paragraph 17 
amount to about Rs. 16,700 ; the difference between the two items hac been spent on local 
roade jn Boda €handanbaree from the grant of Rs. 10,000 (included under miscellaneous 
on the receipt side) from the Cooch Behar estate. 
29. Theyear’s programme has not been carried out berause—first, the cess was not levied 
at the full rate ; it was a great mistake to appoint a comparatively speaking large engineering 
estalfiishment, and then the rate at one pice per rupee ; secondly, the time for purchasing 
© and preparing wood was allowed to pass without any provision being made for the require- 
ment& of the following working seasun ; without large quantities of good tim¥er not five 
miles of any road in the district cau be kept in passable order :,und thirdly, no detailed esti- 
mates,appear to have been framed in the absence of these. Only when the wock was in hand 
was it discovered that either more than the estimated amount must be spent, or the less 
amount just thrown away and the road left not simply in bad ofder, but altogether 
impassable. .

The people appreciate its 
advantages, and no objection in any shajie has been raised to its operations. 

(é.) From the tabular form annexed it will be seen that ere are 24 membersin the 
committee—eight officials and 16 non-officials. The majority of the members evince little 
interest in'the proceedings. In five only ont of the ten mectings held during the year 
was there the quorum required by law. Nine members did not attend any meeting at 
all. This apparent indifference partly arises from local reasons, the distance from head- 
quarters of the residence of some of the members being considerable, | 

(c-) The different establishments in the road cess continue to work well. Mr, 
Mackenzie, the District Engineer, takes great interest in the road cess work and attends the 
meetings regularly, ‘The subordinate offixgrs are also active and energetic, ‘The proceedings 
of the last meeting contain a full expression of opinion on all the officers in the establishment.

By desire of the Government of India, the Court directs that the Sheristadar of the 
office of every Judicial Officer subordinate to the High Court shall be required to examine 
and report on every application for payment out of Court of money held in deposit, whether 
in cash or by an order payable at the Revenue Treasury, before it is submitted to the 
presiding officer of the Court for signature. 

2. It is, however, to be understood that this rule does not modify rule 13 of the 
Account Rules of 1477, by which a Judicial Officer is required to examine his register of 
deposits before signing a repayment order, and to in’ the note of repaynfent therein and 
“in other registers, or in any way diminish*the responsibility of the presiding officer. A

whatever the number of defendants in a single case; and, as regards summonses to 
witnesses, ruling that one fee shall be held to cover three persons only, and requiring a 
separate fee to be charged for each witness in excess of three. 

2. In reply 1 am to say that the question of amending the rules under the Court 
Fees Act, 1870, has for some time been under the consideration of the Court, and that a 
set of rules, revised so as to bring them into accordance with the new Code of Civil Proce- 
dure, has been submitted to the Government of India, which has also taken up"the question 
in connection with the new bill to amend the Stamp Law. Until a decision has been come 
to by the Government in the matter, the (/ourts must continue to be guided by the existing 
rules quoted above, and charge but a single fee in each case for the issue of summonses to 
witnesses in the same manner as you have directed them to do in the case of defendants.

To His Excellency the Right Hon'ble the Governor General of India in Council. 
Mr Loxp,—I have consifered in Council your Financial letter, dated the 13th August 


1877, No. 241, recommending that Uncovenanted Officers may be allowed to retire 

on « superannuation pension at the age of 55 years without producing medical 
evidence of inefficiency, 

2. You point out that, under existing rples, an Uncovenanted Officer who has attained 
the age of 5 yeas is only eligible for privilege leave, and for any special leave to 
which he may be entitled, and you consider it inequitable that an officer should by 
deprived of the privilege of furlough because he has attained to a certain age, and 
yet not allowed to retire without a certificate of inefficiency, which he may not be 
able to procure. 

8, Yonr proposition is approved, on the understanding that a superannuation pension 
will only be granted to an officer who would be entitled to a pension of like 
amount if he had retired on medical certificate.
